THE ASSASIN. 
DRAWING STILL NEARER TO THE END. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune 

Ww neton, D. C., June 27.—Nothing of 
especial significance has occurred at the jail to- 
day. Guiteau has been visited by his pastor, 
but bas not as yet been seen by his counsel. 
Reed will wait until tomorrow, as he wishes to 
make but one visit. He says whatever the ef- 
fect may be upon Guiteau, it cannot be other- 
wise than — to himself. The report that 
the Government intended to prevent Reed from 
again seeing Guiteau is incorrect. It is true 
that an order of the Attorney-General as to ad- 
missions strictly construed would exclude Reed, 
but that was not the iuteation, and the Attorney- 
General today stated that Mr. Keed could obtain 
access to Guiteau upon application to District- 
Attorney Corkhill. 

THE CABPENTERS HAVE BEEN AT WORK 
preparing the gailows, and the noise of the ham- 
mers and the movement of the puileys can 
plainly be heard in the cells, but Guiteau is not 
reported as being especially affected by it, or to 
give any indication even that he notices it. The 
Warden has caused the bricks of the northeast 
lower corridor, in which the gallows is located, 
to be freshly painted red. This afternoon the 
inside of the wall facing the corridor has been 
neatly whitewashed, and the gallows itself fresh- 
ly painted a light drab color. 

MRS. SCOVILLE 
is here, and is literally in biding. She has moved 
from the temporary lodging-house where she 
spent last night, and Guiteau’s counsel and her 
brother, John Guiteau, declined to state her 
whereabouts. John Guiteau expressly stated 
last night that it was their desire that she should 
not talk to the press, and Mrs. Scoville, upon 
being approached by a gentleman connected 
with the press, for the first time declined 
to make a4 statement. She had a 
very nervous. anxious look—it might 
almost be called a wild look —ana the gentleman, 
who had a few brief words of civility with her, 
expresses the fear that there was quite as much 
to be feared from action which she might take, 
unless she were watched, as there was from that 
ot her condemned brother. She is reticent as 
to her Intentions during her stay iu Washington, 


put has indicated ber purpose 


TO SEE THE PRESIDENT 

and endeavor to induce him to grant her brother 
a respit. She is unwilling to say very much as 
to her intentions, for fear that some measures 
will be adopted by others to prevent ber from 
doing what she wishes. Of late she has become 
VERY SUSPICIOUS OF NEARLY EVERY ONE, 
and keeps her own counsel, and no one knows 
exactly what she will do. She does not impress 
one as being out of her mind. She has a con- 
tained, quiet manner, and only shows excite- 
ment when speaking of her brotner. She says 
that she will go to the jail to see ber brother as 
soon as she bas doné everything for him that is 
possible. It is ber intention to attend the exe- 
cution, if it comes to that, and, if she has any 
influence with ber brother.

A CHEERFUL DAY. 


He bas been walking up and down the corridor, 
thinly clad, on account of the great heat, closely 
guarded by the death- watch. and has shown less 
irritation than he did yesterday. He has not 
coniplained that his relatives have not called 
upon bim, and manifests as little interest in 
them now as he has from the beginning. He 
does not have his attention directed to religious 
subjects except during the hours that the cler- 
gyman, Dr. Hicks, is with him, and a good por- 
tion of the time then/is occupied in theological 
coutroversy rather than in preparing for the 
great change. Warden Crocker 
pate that anything will happen between now and 
Friday out of the usual course of events, and it 
is very probable that Guiieau will go to the gal- 
lows with more courage than has been antici- 
pated.

ull thud of the mallet and the creaking of the 
rope as the gibbet was being tested, be bas a 
remote hope that something may happen be- 
tween now and Friday. The exact time in the 
day of the execution has not yet been fixed. 
The sentence provides that Giteau shall 
be hanged between the hours of 
12 and 2. It has deen eustonary 
to postpone the execution until nearly the last 
bour fixed, in order to give an opportunity for 
a possible reprieve. This will scarcely be neoes- 
sary, however, in the present case. rela- 
tives of Guiteau bave not as yet indicated a de- 
sire to have the body surrendered to them, and 
ro preparations bave been made for its disposi- 
tion. e Warden has not obtained a

and no special coffin is to be made. He will sim- 
ply purchase an ordinary cottin at the proper 
time. The noticeable change in Guiteau's 
condition is that he talks very much 
less than he did, and appears a little 
more irritated.

BEFORE TUE PRESIDENT AGAIN.

Wasninoton, D. C., June 27.—John W. Gui- 
teau, the assasin’s brother, bad an intervicw 
with the President this afternoon.

Arcuison, Kas., June 27.—The following com- 
plete and full returns of the crop condition and 
outlook fully portrays the actual condition of 
Kansas, which, it is needless to state, is the 
finest known in our history. no matter what in- 
terested speculators may say. This year’s suc- 
cess in the harvest-field is the State’s salvation. 
Last year we were cut short by the drouth, 
raising but little corn and e poor quality of 
wheat, while the year before is well known as 
our disastrous period. 1 have it from Capt. 
Johnson, the Land Commissioner of the Atcbi- 
ison, Topeka & Santa Fe Road, that he estimates 
the wheat yieid of Kansas at from between 36, -

Its total valuation of prod- 
ucts of all kinds and ite total of field products 
exceed those of any other district. The returns 
to the State Board of Agriculture sbow 
last year’s figures to have been respect- 
ively $4,100,000 and $3,433,000.

A NEW PHASE OF THE STRIKE,

New York, June 27,—A new phase of the 
freight-handiers’ strike was developed today. 
As the drivers of trucks presented their loads of 
freight at the receiving piers of the New York, 
Lake Erie & Western Railroad they were iti- 
forined the goods could only be received on the 
conditions printed on a small poster which had 
been prepared to be attached to the freight re- 
ceipts. The wording of this poster was that 
“This Company receives this property ouly 
upon the express conditions that it shall not be 
liable for delays, loss, or damage 
thereto caused by or resulting from 
Strikes, acts of violence, threats, or 
intimidations.” Some of the truck-drivers, 
feeling that they were in nowise vested with 
authority to accept such condition, promptly 
took their loads back to the shippers, but the 
majority, baving waited for hours to obtain ac- 
cess to the piers, conclu ed they would be best 
serving their employers’ interest by 

LEAVING THEIR FREIGHT. 

The great bulk of the goods sent to the railroad 
freight-house Was securely- packed merchandise 
which was not likely to be damaged by the mere 
blunders of green -bands. When the mer- 
chants beard of this action of the Erie Rail- 
road many of them were very indignant, 
and the matter of their taking some concerted 
action to resist was at once broached. Ata 
meeting of the special committee of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation in the 
afternoon this subject was brought up. Reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted to the effect 
that counsel be employed to compe! the rail- 
road companies to properly perform their duties 
as common carriers and to pay the actual dam- 
age caused in consequence of any tailure to 
perform such duties; also that a sub-committee 
of five be appointed to solicit gsubscriptions for 
the purpose of paying expenses of litga tion and 
to receive from merchantr claims for damages 
suffered. Tune sum of $1,000 was subscribed on 
the spot, and animated speecbes Were made in 

CRITICISM OF THE RAILWAY COMPANY. 
Mr. F. B. Thurber says that the sentiment of 
the merchants was that this last step of the Erie 
Road was an arbitrary and unreasonable one. 
“Those with whom 1 have talked are deter- 
mined to oppose it.“ said Mr. Thurber. * The 
general feeling is that it is the last turn of the 
thumbserew. The merchants have all along 
been willing to submittoa redSonable amount 
of inconvenience in consequence of the differ- 
ences that have arisen between the railroad com- 
panies and their employés, but they do not pro- 
pose to submit to any such oue-sided stipulation 
as the one proposed.“ 

Mr. Tburber added that he believed the damage 
to the merchantss of New York in consequence 
of this strike was not less than $500,000 per day. 
“ Why,” said he, “ we are losing trade East and 
West that we way not be able to get back 
again.” 

THE AMOUNT OF FREIGHT RECEIVED 

by the Erie Railroad Company today was very 
large. At piers Nos. 20 and 21 near, the foot of 
Chambers street, there wasa busy scence all day 
long.

The peaceful attitude 
of the strikers is accepted in some quartere 38 
an indication that they are getting tired of the 
lockout; but then it is said that they are main- 
tained by the Knights of Labor. Very many 
citizens of Jersey City have sent them checks 
for bandsome amounts. Some of the landiords 
have agreed to give them the rent of their 
houses for as long as the atrike continues. 

THE DEALERS IN FOREIGN FRUIT 
have sustained beavy losses by reason of the 
freight strikes and consequent delay in ship- 
ments. One of them said tuday thatthe loss to 
merchants by the rotting of lemons, oranges, 
ete., would amount to hundreds of vbousands of 
dollars. We have ourselves sent men to load 
many of the cars, but the cars have been kept 
waiting on side-tracks for many days, and goods 
which spould bave been delivered in Chicago 
last Thursday are still within five miles of 
New York. We shall bold the railroad companies 
responsible for damage to all goods for which 
we bave received bills of lading. It is probable 
that a combined effort to prosecute these claims 
will be made.”

Sample of How Mean a Man Can Be 
and Yet Live Among Men.

Evary, III., June 27.—Six days ago Norman 
Prouse, an apparently prospering and honest 
farmer living a few miles north of here, near 
Pingree Grove, suddenly left for parts un- 
known, Jeaving a wife in destitute circum- 
stances, with a dying child.

Thatday it died, and was buried 
ashe bad directed. It is now thought by the 
neighbors that the father bad given it laudanum.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM NOI A PARTY 
188 UR. 

Senator Pendleton would have the coun- 

try believe thafcivil-service reform is a par- 

ty question, and that it only needs the substi- 


party in the control of the Government to 
assure a discontinuance of political assess- 
wents, -establish competitive examination, 
promotion and permanent tenure of office 
during good behavior, and otherwise thor- 
oughly disinfect the spoils system and purify 
official life. Mr. Pei leton must have a 
poor opinion of the Intelligence of the 
American people if he supposes for one mo- 
ment that so preposterous a proposition will 
‘cite any other emotion than contempt and 
ridicule, 

The reform of the civil service is not, and 
in the nature of things cannot be, a distinct- 
ive party issue. If that were possible, the 
comparative history of the Democratic and 
Republican parties would induce the people 
to place more reliance upon the sincerity and 
activity of the latter than on any promises 
the former might make. But the correction 
of civil-service abuses can never be expected 
from a complete change of party control 
over Government. Under existing practices 
such a change would involve a revolution 
among the dfficers and employés of the Gov- 
ernment, numbering 100,000 in round figures, 
and that movement of itself would retard 
civil-service reform many years and make 


offices. — 
Mr. Pendleton cannot reasonably ask the 
country to believe that the success of the 
Democratic party in the next Preside ntial 
election would leave undisturbed all the 
faithful and efficient employés of the Gov- 
ernment, and remove only those who should 
prove under the new régiine to be unit per- 
sons to fill the places they had been holding. 
How would any such doetrine, if promul- 
gated by the party chiefs and credited by the 
rank and file of the party, strike the average 
Democratic politician ? How would the Ohio 
Democrats receive it after having struggled 
these twenty years and more to get at the 
public crib? How would Mr. John G 
Thompson, for instance, who is generally in. 
trusted with the management of Democratic 
campaigns in Ohio, conciliate his followers 
it it were proclaimed after eleetion that the 
policy. of rewards for party service had been 
abandoned? What kind of a life would Mr. 
Pendieton lead if he were unfortunate 
enough to be selected as Democratic Presi- 
dent under such conditions, with at the very 
least 500,000 men howling tor 100,000 offices ? 

It is not from the party machinery nor 
from any practical politician on either side 
that civil-service reform is to be expected. 
Nothing short of the force of law, which 
may possibly be brought about with the aid 
of the party whichis out,“ but which must 
bé backed up by publie sentiment without 
regard to party and followed up conscien- 
tiously long enough to establish a system, 
can ingraft the elements of reform upon our 
civil service. Indeed, late experience in re- 
gard to political assessments has shown that 
.zreat care must bextuken to make the law 
broad enough to protect it against evasion in 
practice. 

It is an easy matter for Mr. Pendleton on 
the Democratic side to condemn ‘political as- 
sessinents, and it is embarrassing for those 
on the Republican side to defend the prac- 
tice. The situation woulg simply be reversed 
as to parties if the Democrats were in con- 
trol and the Republicans in the minority, 
with the difference, judging from past expe- 
rience, that the Democratic assessment 
wonld be more imperative in terms, and that 
resistance would be followed by swifter and 
more condign punishment. Senator Allison 
says that pot more than 10 per cent of the 
Government employés contributed to the 
campaign expenses of 1880, and defies the 
Democrats to show that a single person was 
discharged from the, service for refusing or 
failing to respond to an invitation from the 
Congressional Committee. Had the Demo- 
crats been in control it is likely that not 10 
per cent of the employés would have escaped 
the tribute laid upon them, and of these not 
one would be left in office to tell the tale, 

Something has been accomplished in the 
way of civil-service reform ot late years by 
virtue of the long term of power which the 
Republicans have enjoyed. It is not so easy 
under Republican auspices to crowd out ex- 
perienced men to make room for new re 
cruits as it would be under Democratic 
auspices to procure the removal of a Re- 
publican to make room for a Democrat on 
party grounds. The employé of the Govern- 
ment today who has earned his claim to re- 
tention in office by long and valuable service 
is not under the same terrorism when asked 
to contribute to campaign funds as would 
be the person who had recently secured his 
place on account of party service, and must 
expect to retain it only by continuing such 
service. Another reason why some progress 
has been made toward reform in the civil 
service is to be foundin the fact that the 
agitation of such reform has been 
mainly within the Republican party. 
When any practical effort is made to 
weed out abuses (such, for instance, as Mr. 
George William Curtis’ recent letter to Gov- 
ernment employés directing their attention 
to the law which forbids political assess- 
ments), it is usually found to emanate from 
a Republican source, Civil-service reform 
is not to be expected from the management 
of any political party, but there is.a larger 
sentiment in favor of it among the Repub- 
licans than there is among the Democrats, 
whose party shibboleth for fifty years has 
been: “ To the victors belong the spoils.” 

The discussion in Congress over the eireu- 
lar requesting contributions from. Govern- 
ment officers and employés is not to be dep- 
recated. The broader and more general this 
discussion shall become in and out of Oon- 

gress, We sooner the abandonment of that 
pernicious practice may be hoped for. But 
any attempt during such discussion to make 
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the popular support of the principles of the 
Republican party, or to gain votes for the 
Democratic party under the delusion that it 
would provide civil-service reform, will be a 
lamentable failure, and Mr. Pendleton will 
simply make himself ridiculous by urging 
any partisan view of the issue. 

DEPOSITS OF CHICAGO BANKS. 

The steady and unequaled growth of capl- 

tal in Chicago is one of the most remarkable 
facts in the history of the city. Scarcely 
more than a quarter of a century ago our 
leading business men were obliged to rely on 
the banks of Atlantic States for money to 
move the crops,” and one of the conditions 
on which accommodations could be had was 
that the bills of the banks loaning the money 
should be circulated widely among the farm- 
ers of the Western States so that they would 
not be likely to be returned for redemption 
till the farm products purchased by them 
could reach the seaboard and be sold to pay 
the debt. The percentage of the money lost 
or not returned for years afterward for re- 
demption was also an important item to be 
cousidered by Eastern banks in making 
loaus to Western operators, All this is now 
changed, ; 
For more than twenty years Chicago has 
led all the cities not only of this country but 
of the world asa collector of cereals from 
first hands, and her figures in the handling of 
lumber, the packing of beef and pork, and 
the purchase and sale of live stuck have far 
surpassed those of any other city of the 
Union, The census, to the surprise of most 
people, even of those generally best informed 
in such matters, has shown Chicago to be 
the third manufacturing city in the Union, 
being led only by New York and Philadel- 
phia. The reports of our banks have hand- 
somely Supplemented the figures of the cen- 
sus. By their last report to the Controller of 
the Currency the deposits of our National 
banks were shown to be $01,824,000, A 
large capitalist, wh8 had probably veri- 
fied his figures, is reported as saying that the 
total deposits of our city banks had reached 
the round sum of 100 millions of dollars. 
Careful, conservative bankers have fully in- 
dorsed this statement. That it is within the 
mark will not be doubted when it is remem- 
bered that there are some twenty publie and 
private banks in the city that seldom if ever 
make any reports. Some of these are among 
the largest, such as the Merchants’ Loan & 
Trust, the Corn Exchange, International, 
three or four heavy Canadian banks, and 
others which, could their figures be ob- 
tained, would doubtless show up even more 
than $38,000,000. Indeed, we made an 
effort to get at the true amounts, 
approximately at least, but were met 
by a snarl and an 
one of the pretended savings-banks, which 
moves us to say that in the past the State 
Savings, the Beehive, the Fidelity, and other 
savings institutions havesaved the money of 
their depositors so carefully that only a very 
small percentage has ever found its way 
back into the pockets of the owners. 

It will be seen that the enormous figures 
above given and the last report of the Con- 
troller of the Currency, published yesterday, 
Show that the Chicago banks hold one-tenth 
as latge deposits as the entire Nationa! banks 
of the country. Not only can the Chicago 
banks do all the domestic and foreign busi- 
ness ofthe vast country tributaryto the city, 
but large surplus deposits are kept in New 
York, our bankers being glad to accepta 
very small interest rather than to let their 
nililions lie useless in their vaults. These are 
a tew of the hard facts in the history of the 
city, and if our slow-going critics, eastward 
or elsewhere, choose to call this boasting, 
“let them make the most of it.“ 


THE UNFINISHED MONITORS. 

Mr. Robesor has caused an item of $1,000,- 
000 “for the completion of the unfinished 
monitors“ to be put into the Naval Appro- 
priation bill. This sum would be used to 
build the turrets and pilot-houses of the 
Miantonomah, to launch the other four mon- 
itors, and to complete the engines and ma- 
chinery of two of them, The Miantonomah 
is at, League Island. The Puritan is in 
Roach’s yard, and the Terror in Cramp & 
Sons’ at Philadelphia; the Amphitrite is at 
Wilmington, Del. and the Monadnock is at 
Vallejo, Cal. These ships have cost the Gov- 
ernment about $10,000,000, and the estimated 
cost of completing them is 36,200,000, It is a 
grave question whether they would, if com- 
pleted, be of any service as war vessels. 
Three-quarters of the money thus far ex- 
pended upon them has deen wasted or 
stolen. Congress will not be justified infex- 
pending $1,000,000 more upon them at the re- 
quest of Mr. Robeson without further in- 
vestigation. 

Four of the five unfinished monitors were 
begun during Robeson’s administration of 
the navy in direct violation of law. There 
were on the stocks when the War ended a 
large number of ironclads more or less val- 
uable. Among them were the Puritan, the 
Amphitrite, the Terror, and the Miantono- 
mah. The Puritan had cost $1,974,622, the 
Amphitrite $1,156,323, the Terror $1,016,071, 
und the Miantonomalh $1,310,773, Robeson 
conceived the brilliant idea of selling these 
monitors for old junk and constructing a new 
navy out of the proceeds.

The Puritan, which cost the Government 
$1,074,622, was sold to John Roacu tor $43,228. 

The Amphitrite, which cost $1,156,223, was 
sold to Harian, Hollingsworth & Co. for $28,782. 

The Terror, which cost $1,016,071, was sold to 
W. Cramp & Sons for $32,345. 

The Miantonomah, which cost $1,310,773, was 
sold to John Roach for $27,984. 

The four ships, total cost to the Government 
$5,457,750, broyght as old junk $132,439. 


The vessels were broken up and the cost of 
demolition charged against the Govern- 
ment. John Roach’s bill for taking the 
Miantonomah to pieces was $24,667, and he 
paid but $3,317 net for the material con- 
tained in the ship which had cost the Gov- 
ernment $1,400,000, The material in the four 
monitors, costing $5,400,000, brought the 
Government but $75,000 net. 

With this slender capital Robeson pro- 
ceeded to carry out his plan of building four 
new monitors. Thereisa positive law for- 
bidding the construction of new ships unless 
by the authority of Congress. The Seere- 
tary of the Navy has, however, authority 
within limits to order “repairs.” Robeson 
directed that these four monitors which he 
had sold for old junk should be “repaired” 
from the sternpost forward, and from the 
keel up. In so doing he wilifully violated 
the plain and imperative provisions of the 
law. ‘in effect, he ordered on his personal 
responsibility the construction of four ships, 
to cost, when finished, about $2,000,000 each. 
Nothing of the old ships was‘ left but the 
names. The new ships were begun before 
the old ships were destroyed. There were 
two Puritans and two Monadnocks in exist- 
ence, though the navy register showed but 
one vessel of each name. The whole pro- 
ceeding was illegal. The old ‘vessels were 
sold without authority of law to Robesun’s 
friends; the new vessels were begun in defi- 
ance of law by the same friends. Robeson 
should have. been imybached for his conduct. 

March 3, 1877, the day before his term as 
Secretary of the Navy expired, Kobeson 
made contracts with John Roach and other 
shipbuilders in whose yards the unfinished 
monitors were lying for their completion. 
This was aimost his last official act. His 
thoughts were for his shipbuilding friends 
even in the last sad hours of his service in 
the department.

upon them. Congress has never authorized 
anything to be done, and no Secretary of the 
Navy since Robeson has had the courage 
or the contempt for law to oMer the work to 
proceed without the direction of Congress.

It it appropriates $1,000,- 
000 this year, it will appropriate $2,000,000 
next to complete the monitors; and the best 
nayal engineers doubt whether these unique 
specimens of naval architecture, when com- 
pleted, will be serviceable. 


The alliance between Robeson and John 


Roach, whatever the object of it may be, 
is unwholesome. Congress ought not to 
become a party to it, Robeson has abund- 
antly proved that his judgment or his 
honesty is not to be trusted. The tact 
that he recommends the completion of 
the monitors is a reason why they should not 
be completed. It will be time enough for 
Congress when his official term of service 
is ended, as happily it promises to be in 1883. 
to take the whole subject into consideration. 
Robeson, acting as a member of the House 
Appropriations Committee, ought not to be 
permitted to sanction and condone the of- 
fenses which he committed as Secretary of 
the Navy. 
THE ELEVATED RAILROAD SPECULATION. 
Mr. Cyrus W. Field may find it worth his 
while to pay some attention to serious 
charges Which the New York Times makes 
in relation to his connection with the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad consolidation. Mr. 
Field is understood to have been the prime 
mover and promoter of the so-called “ lease” 
of the Metropolitian and New York Ele- 
vated Railroads to a new corporation styled 
the Manhattan. The “ lease was, of course, 
a consolidation ot the two lines, which up 
to that time had been rivals and, to some 
extent, competitors, On paper the scheme 
was very captivating. Mr. Field, it is 
said, proposed to pool the Metropolitan 
and New York bonds at $8,500,000 
for each company, the Metropolitan 
and New York stock at $6,500,000 for each 
company, and to issue to the holders of old 
stock astock-dividend of 100 per cent. On 
all the stock, new and old, a dividend of 10 
per cent per annum was to be paid or pay- 
ment guaranteed by the Manhattan Com- 


pany. If such a dividend had been or could . 


be paid regularly Manhattan stock would be 
worth at least 175; and Mr. Field demon- 
strated (on paper) that it would be easy for 
Manhattan to keep its engagements in this 
réspect. The Times prints, as it says, in 
all its unparalleled duplicity and deceit,” a 


confidential circular sent out by Mr. Field at 


the time of the consolidation. This circular 
was addressed to stock-operators, investors, 
and capitalists generally. The object of it 
was to show that Manhattan would have 
abundant resources with which to meet its 
guarantee. Thecircular was as follows:

This was truly an enchanting program. 
But there were a few items omitted from the 
account which seriously affected its value. 
The bonds of the Manhattan were put at 
$8,500,000. But the road at that time was 
not completed. A further issue of $4,300,000 
in bonds, which added $258,000 to the inter- 
est charge, had to be made. The average 
fare was estimated at 77 cents; it is less 
than 7 cents. The gross receipts were reck- 
oned at $6,843,750. They are now—three 
years after the date of the circular—less than 
$6,000,000, The running expenses were in 
Field’s account 40 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts. They are really from 60 to 6 per 
cent. No allowance was made in this re- 
markable table for taxes or for wear and 
tear of roadbed and depreciation of rolling- 
stock. But the taxes have been assessed at 
$600,000 per annum, being levied on earnings 
instead of real estate, as Fleld wished; and 
the roadbed and stock are subject to con- 
stant and very serious depreciation, requir- 
ing extensive repairs. Then there are datn- 
ages for personal injuries and damages to 
personal property to be paid, which help 
watertally to diminish the profits. 

The Times alleges—and this is the serious 
part of its charge—that Mr. Field willfully 
and fraudulently brought this consolidation 
about, and that he watered the stock of Man- 
hattan for the express purpose of cheating 
the public. It says that he sold out his own 
stock at 65 and 70 cents when he was assur- 
ing other persons that it was certain to pay 
10 per cent. There is nodirect proof that 
these allegations are true. Itis the mis- 
fortune of capitalists such as Mr. Gould and 
Mr. Field, or of the public who trust to their 
representations, that direct proof of fraud or 
collusion seldom can be brought against 
anybody when a stock bubble of this kind 
bursts. But Mr. Field, whose character for 
honorable dealing before this Manhattan 
affair was infinitly higher than that of Jay 
Gould, owes it to himself to explain if he 
can the serious charges that have been 
made against him.

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THE POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 

The discussion in both Houses of Congress 
of the subject of levying political assess- 
ments upon officeholders under an implied 
threat has developed two or three points of 
some importance. First, the committee in- 
sist that the circular levying the assessment 
submits only a proposition which the office- 
holder must comply with voluntarily, if at 
all. The circular makes no demand; it only 
contains a suggestion that to make the pay- 
ment will not be considered as objectionable 
by the chief of the department to which the 
ofticehoider belongs. 

A second statement is to the effect that out 
of the 100,000 officeholders who in 1880 were 
invited to contribute to the subscription 
fund only about 12,000 made any response, 
and that out of the nearly 80,080 men who 
failed to contribute anything in 1880 net one 
person was disturbed iu his place because of 
his failure lo do so, | 

These explanations are very e¢omforting. 
They show a healthy staté of publie senii- 
ment under which the officeckoliers take 
courage and refuse to pay a pereeilage of

ators and Representatives in Congress. 

In 1880 it seems the exigencies of party in- 
duced the committee to send out begging 
circulars to 100,000 persons holding Federal 
oftices, ranging from the pages in Congress 
and the hostiers in the Federal stables to 
those hoiding seats in the. Cabinet, asking 
these gentlemen, in Mr. Jay Hubbell's choi- 
cest English, to send 2 per cent of their official 
income to Washington to help the cause of 
good government, It is refreshing to know 
that, notwithstanding 1880 was the year of a 
Presidential election, and that the 100,- 
000 officeholders were indebted main- 
ly to members of Congress for the 
places they held, but a small vor- 
tion of the whole number paid any attention 
to the circulars. Parenthetically it should 
be remembered at Washington that the office- 
holders scattered all over the country are 
subject to oft-repeated and oppressive asséss- 
ments for local political committees.. There 
are State Committees, District Committees, 
County Committees, Town Committees, and 
City Committees, and these levies are made 
under the personal observation of the local 
Tycoons; that is, the Congressmen by whose 
favor these local officeholders enjoy their of- 
ficial honors and lucome. An exaction from 
Washington, therefore, being in addition to 
the local taxation, is looked upon as unfair 
and unjust, and therefore is often disre- 
garded. 

There is a practical question, however, 
which we are surprised has not forced itself 
on the consideration of the committee at 
Washington, and that lis, Is the game worth 
the candle?“ Here is the open admission 
that 100,000 officeholders were invited to send 
contributions equal to 2 per cent of their in- 
come, and less than one-eighth of the num- 
ber made any response. Seven out of every 
eight of the officeholderstook no notice of 
the committee. Now, what were thé party 
gains and losses by this scheme to raise the 
funds? Assuming that the 12,000 persons 
who responded were in the receipt of an av- 
erage salary of $1,000 each, and that the as- 
sessment was equal to 2 per cent of 
the salary, we have a total assessment 
paid in of 820,000. What that money was 
expended for we do not know, but it fell far 
short of compensating for the dainage done 
to the party by the scandal of its collection 
and the outrage it inflicted upon public sen- 
timent. It appeared to the average citizen 
as so much money appropriated by Congress 
for public purposes and intercepted on its way 
from the National Treasury to pay the ex- 
penses of a political party. One result of 
this proceeding is, that it has taken the Re- 
publicans of both Houses of Congress two 
entire days to palliate the assessment circt- 
tars, and to establish the fact that the com- 
mittee had only collected a portion of the 
money that they had expected, and that the 
transaction was notin violation of the law 
because members of Congress were not pub- 
lie officers. 

There is not a political abuse more scanda- 
lous in the public mind than this political 
assessment business. It is offensive to every 
intelligent man whose trade is not political 
officehoiding or brokerage, and in this case 
it has become so costly because of its offen- 
siveness that it cannot be compensated for 
by any amount of money that may be 
gathered in. 


A CHANCE FOR THE MOUNTAIN EVAN- 
GELIST. 

It has been stated that Brother Barnes, the 
Mountain Evangelist, whois now shaking up 
thedry bonesin Kentacky with such mar- 
ve lous effect, is from Chicago. Whether this 
be true we know not, though the analogies are 
All in its favor. All the evangelists of prom- 
inence have come from Chicago, where the 
atmosphere is favorable to their production. 
The marvelous atiractions which go to nake 
Chicago the most famous place of summer 
resort in this country of themselves tend to 
produce a placid and eontented spirit which 
is condudive to piety. There is also among 
its people that natural characteristic of hu- 
mility and that freedom from display and os- 
tentation which make them take naturaily to 
everything that is good. The mission 
spirit also prevails here, and it arouses 
a yearning feeling for the good of others, 
and there is also that natural feeling of 
municipal pride in the conviction which 
prevails everywhere that au evangelist from 
Chicago must of “necessity be better and 
more successful than evangelists from any 
other section. As proof of our position it 
is only necessary to remember such stand- 
ard-bearers as Stebbins, P. P. Bliss, Maj. 
Whittle, Maj. Cole, and Brother Moody, who 
have carried their conquests even into for- 
eign lands and brought heathen to terms in 
many strange places, not to speak of the 
home guard who do such effective work in 
keeping the Devil at bay in our own streets 
and avenues, notwithstanding he has the 
whole City Administration at his back, with 
the best Mayor” Chicago has ever had for 
his lieutenant. It is not at all improbable, 
therefore, that Brother Barnes is a Chicago 
evangelist, and we shail claim him until 
some other place can bring forward proois of 
owning him.

Tux French Government is about to bring 
ina bill for the extermination of wolves in 
France. It seems strange that this was not done 
long ago. The “ Louveterie,” or wolf-hunting 
brigade, was an institution in active operation 
until 1792, when, as being a part of the old aris- 
togratic régime probably, it was abolished, and 
nothing was established instead. Wolves natu- 
rally multiplied; and the Convention, and after 
it the Directory, determined to bave recourse to 
asystemof rewards. In the sixth year of the 
Republic 1,037 wolveawere slain; in the seventh, 
5.351, one of which ball killed sixty human beings. 
The rewards aggregated $25,200. Of late years 
many packs of wolf-hounds have been broken 
up, and farmers have regarded the head- money 
as too small to make it worth their while to en- 
yage in a dangerous game. The wolves have 
meanwhile largely increased, especially in those 
districts which were heid by the German army 
of oveupation, where for some reason wolf- 
dynts were forbidden. The new act proposes to 
rive $20 for each wolf, $10 apiece for female 
wolves in an interesting condition, $8 for woif- 
iets, and $40 for wolves of a notably bad reputa- 
don. How large a place waives occupy in the

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PresIDENT PotrEer, of Union College, 
Schenectady, N. T., n reply to charges pro- 
ferred against him by the faculty of that insti- 
tution, says that the condition of the college has 
so greatly improved that he felt confident the 
calling of attention to its affairs would increase 
public confidenée and favor, and tend to the 
continuauon of its progress and prosperity.

I 
um Flad to note such an improvement in the 
acting of Sarah Bernhardt, though the peculiar 
subtiety of her art is double Dutch to nine- 
tenths of her audience. America very nearly 
ruined this lady as an artist and an actress, as it 
tried to ruin Patti, Nilsson, and scores of others. 
Charies Kean called it the “grave of talent,” 
and be was right. 


Dr. Bruescn Pasua, the well-known 
Egyptologist, recently lectured in Vienna on 
the most recent discoveries in the Nile country, 
especially the finding of the Theban antiquities 
und the inscriptions on the Pyramids.

THE FALL OF IGNATIEFF. 


How a Russtan Minister Fell Over the 
Rew Jewish Question. 
few York Sun. 

Sr. Perensspvure, June 12.—Fifteen months 
have passed since the present Czar ascended 
the throne, and yet be has already tried three 
Counts to govern bis country, whieh bas be- 
come well-nigh ungovernabie. In the fir 
place Count Melikotf was the omnipotent Min- 
ister of the Interior. There was not the least 
doubt tnat he was equal to bis task; but as he 
urged the Uzar to sacrifice bs autocratic pre- 
rogatives for the weifare of bis people, the 
Cofot fell, and tue Constitudionalist party for 
the time being lost its influence. Then another 
Count, Gen. Ignatieff, was called to the post of 
Minister of the Interior, and along with him the 

lavophiles were taken into the Czar’s coun- 
ory pg ned sought to establish order in 
Russia by bringing the rest of Europe into dis- 
order. But the Count soon reached the bad 
necessity of requesting the Ozur, on the pretext 
of ill-nealth, to relieve bim from bis post, 

Gen. Ignatieff’s internal policy bas been a 
wise one, At the very beginning of his admin- 
jstration be issued a circular declaring tbat 
Without delay a system should be adopted by 
which the people's representatives would be 
enabled to operate with the Government, and 
in pursuance of this project ‘he twive invited a 
number of provincial representatives not only 
to discuss, but even to decide, some of the most 
vital State questions. The invitation to the 
provincial statesmen was but a preiiminary 
measure to the calling of a Geuveral Assembiy 
of the people’s represevtatives.

A SMALL-POX HORROR. 


By Suppressing a Case of Small-Pax 
Ernest Husch Causes the Death of 
Nearly an Entire Family—A Horrible 
Story. 
It is a pity thatthere is no law applicable to 

the case of Ernest Busch, with whom the Health 

Department has been interesting itself during the 

past few weeks. It ieaked out yesterday that 

this man, who Is an engineer by trade, is really 
accountable for the death of nearly 

an entire family, there being but a 

child and husband left out of five. Busen lives 

ina large two-story vrown frame house at 

No. 1000 Hinman street, near Leavitt, 

occupies the rear portion of it himself. 

and lets the remainder. Some time previous to 


June 1. probably about May 26, his brother-in- 
law was 

STRICKEN WITH SMALL-POX, 
and died in one of the front rooms of the bouse. 
In some way Basch succeeded in suppressing 
the cause of the brother-in-law’s death, end by 
means just as incomprehensible managed to get 
the body interred withoyt the regular per- 
mit from the Health Department. Without sub- 
jecting the rooms in which the man had 
died to a thorough fumigation, Busch 
deliberately pinned up a “To Kent” 
sign and began to look about 
for tenants. The house being a rather fine- 
looking one, better than those about 
it, soon attracted the attention of 
„ laboring man, named Kadow, who 
isa fireman at the Malieable Iron Company's 
works, and who bad a wae og cousisting of his 
wife, her mother, an elderly lady, and two chi- 
dren. The terms offered by Busch were satis- 
favtory, and so about the Ist of June they moved 
inte the new house, which was to bring such 

TERRIBLE DISASTER 

to them. Withio a week or ten days Mrs. Ka- 
dow's mother was attacked by the scourge, 
which roved fatal within a few dars. 
It is barely possible that Busch would 
have suppressed this cause had not the 
neighbors got bold of it in 
way and reported it the Health office.

Checks on Haak Employes. 
To the Editor of Tie Chicago Tribune. 

CurcaGco, June 27.—The circumstances at- 
teuding the late bank embezziement at St. 
Louis are well worth serious attention from the 
public in general, to whom thesafety of the 
institutions in whieh they deposit their money, 
and the means used by the officers of these in- 
stitutions to prevent misapplication of the funds, 
are of so much importance. To one who has 
been accustomed to the English and Canadian 
system of oflice management, the American 
mannor of supervision seems extremely loose, 
nimost inviting violation of the trust confided 
to the care of their cierks. You have in your 
eaitorinion bank Management got at tne root 
of the trouble when you say. In fact, in all 
the cases of bank . embezziement.-the ope- 
rator, with confederates in the bask or 
u lone, has been able to appropriate the bank 
money, and operate with it for years without 
being detected.” The cierk bas had complete 
control of everything connected with his de- 
partment, and no efficient method of checking 
bim has been in existence. 

To say, as the St. Louis cashier does, that “if 
aman in a bank Wants to steal, he cau steal in 
spite of every check,” is absurd, and is only the 
lame resort of one who bas no excuse to offer 
for his gross mismanagement. The present 
case could never buve eccurred if there had 
been ordinary care taken in the subdivision of 
work in the office. Examinations by the 
Directors and Lospectors are, in themselves, ex- 
eclient things, but they can at best only detect 
the evil after it has been done. It Ip the 
Cashier's duty to take such precautions as will 
prevent any theft taktug piace. 

As the circumstances which permitted this 
Intest steal are the same aus are in vogue in a 
vory large number of Amercan banks, it might 
be well to compare them with that portion of 
the Canadian system which um contrived to 
prevent similar frauds. 

The teller, as appears from Mr. Stoddard's 
statement, was allowed to receive deposits, en- 
ter them in the depositors passbook and aiso in 
the ledger which contained bis account. In this 
way, with the manipuiation of the whole thing 
in hisown bands, the process of abstraction 
might go on tur a long time unless detected by 
aceident. In Cauadiau banks, on the otber 
hand, such a thing would be simply impossible, 
uniess the teller was in collusion with some 
of the other clerks. There when a man 
makes a deposit the money and ticket are 
handed to the teller; after be has counted the 
movey and compared it with tho slip, be places 
his initials on the latter and hands it to the 
bookkeeper, whose desk is always placed next 
to bis for this purpose; the customer then takes 
his book to the bookkeeper and gets bis deposit 
entered therein by him. In no Case is the teller 
allowed to place a single tgure either iu the 
pass-book or in the bank ledger. Alter tne 
pookkeeper has credited the customer with his 
deposit, the slip is passed on to the casu- on 
writer, who in turn enters the name of the de- 

i and the amount in his book, 
which, at the end of the day, is 
balanced with the teliers blotter. Next 
morning the items in the cash-book Are 
checked by two men with the corresponding 
credits in the ledger, and aiso wil we orizinal 
vouchers from which the entries were mage. 
Thus there is such a restrauit put upon eaca 
man's control over the bank's Mouey as to ren- 
dor it almost impo le for any one of them to 
appropriate it to his own uss. and totally im pos- 
sible to pursue a symctiatic course of stealing 
for years like that wobich the intelligent St. Louis 
cashier seems to thick cannot be guarded 

ainst. 
This ts what most outsiders and a good many 
would-be bankers, too, look upon as red-tape, 
but by the licht of the recent experience in pt. 
Louis it will be seen that in their endeavor to

SLOW-GOING TEUTONS. 


Snall-Like Navigation of the River 
Spree—Deliberate Post-Office Clerks in 


Berlin. 

Berlin Correspondence San Francisco Chronkle. 

Berlia is on a river, and the name of itis the 
“Spree.” But there are 60 many offshoots and 
branches from the original river, in the shape of 
canals, that it is hurd to say which is river and 
which is canal. Yet, in spite of their contracted 
limits, this river and these canals are very 
handy thoroughfares between the adjacent 
country and the city, and are greatiy pat- 
ronized by the peasants in order to 
get their wares into the city. The 
boats they use on these canals and on the river 
are great, heavy, cumbersome things, combin- 
ing the bluff bows of a Chinese junk with the 
high ends of a Venetian gondola, and the ma- 
jestic proportions of a mudscow. Long, flat- 
bottomed, unornamented, even unpainted, they 
sive one the idea of a Brobdignagdian horse- 
trough, dug out of a log. coming down on the 
bosom, so to speak, of a flood. Yet, in spite of 
their awkwardoess and general want of beauty, 
these boats are useful. They are employed in 
carrying brick, sand, stone, garden truck.“ and 
all manner of heavy and unmauageable articles; 
and the loads that one of these boats will carry 
makes one almost doubt the evidence of his own 
senses. : 

It the bouts themselves will cause an Amer- 
ican any amusement. and they are amusing to 
look at, the manner in which they are propelicd 
will make him “laugh right out in meeting.“ 
Naturally,such beavy, bluff-bowed boats require 
cousiderable force to move them even in still 
water, leaving entirely out of the question the 
forcing of them up againsta current. The first 
thing an American would think of under such 
circumstanees would be to go and order a steam- 
eugine. But there are two reasons why the 
German boatmen.do pot use steam. In the first 

yimoe it is ex pewsive, and in the second place it 
2 danuerous— mut biow up and hurt some one. 
Steam being out of the question, the next thing 
that the American voyager on the “raging 
canal would think of would be bhorse-power. 
But for some reason—probably because this, 
too, is rather expensive—tbe festive Berlin 
boatmen do not use horses. Wind-power is the 
third resource, But even here the Spree boats 
are defective. To be sure, they bave one mast, 
Walch they raise or lower at pleasure, butit only 
carries oue small square sail, and as it would ro- 
auire nearly a full-rigged ship's, outfit of can- 
vas to move one of these boats fast enough to 
race successfully with a siow snail, tne wind is 
not much depended on as a move power. No, 
the Berlin boatmen have retained the first prin- 
ciple of beating, and stick to man-power. Nor 
must one suppose for au instant that the human 
musvle reintorees itself with au “ash breeze”; 
for oars would bave but littic effect on these 
boats unless they were arranged in banks, as 
were those of the old Koman and Grecian gal- 
leys, which would be decidedly expensive in 
money, muscle, and room. Therefore the Cap- 
tain of the craft puts nis trust in punting- poles, 
and has himself and tis boat pushed along, 
much as one would pole a ducking- boat through 
the tules. 

The crew generally consists of the Captain, 
a deckband, and a sort of a canaiboat boy of all 
work. The deckhand and the boy do the poling, 
while the Captain attends to the ordering about 
of the rest of the crew, and manages the clumsy 
eigbt or ten foot board rudder by means of a 
fifteen-feet long tiller, a foot or so in diameter. 
The poles used by the deckhand and the boy are 
from fifteen to twenty feet long, and armed at 
one eud with a long iron spike forgetting a hold 
on the bottom. and with an arrangewent like the 
upper end of a crutch at the other end, When 
the crait gets under way and goes *careering 
on the bright biue sea the decknand and the 
boy take their poles, zo up into the bow, dig 
their iron spikes iuto the mud, piace the 
crutch arrangements against cheir shoulders, 
aud, vent wearly double and belping themselves 
long by catehbing their bands on the iow gun- 
wule, go tramping. straining, stepping, sweat- 
ing. and pusbimg down into the waist of the 

at and clear into the stern. Arrived here, 
hey straighten up, give their poles a twist to 
detateh them from the bottom, wipe their per- 
spiring brows ou their shirt-sieeves, aud go 
tramping back to the bow, dragging their poles 
after them, to repeat the perfurmance. I 
thought | had secn men dome hard work in 
California, but this poling of one of these boats 
of from 50 to p tons makes all other work 
that I ever saw done seem, by the contrast, the 
most delightfoi recreation imagmabie. 

Butit would not be 80 ageravating if they 
made any headwuy to speak of. For then their 
inbor would mect with some visible reward. 
Chicago and I were sitting on the river-bank ou 
one of the few sunny days we bave had here 
this winter, when one ot the boats Came around 
a bend about halt a mile below us. Being green 
in regard to Berlin river-boats, I expressed a 
wish to know what that boat was laden 
with. Chicago also expressing a little curi- 
osity in the same direcuen, we agreed 
to wait for the boat to come up. Whiie 
waiting we usturallx fell into a politi- 
cal discussion — Chicago being one of the 
runkest of Democrats, and I. when I was at 
home, being a Tartarean Republican. We con- 
clusively proved that both parties were steeped 
in the deepest iniquity, bad ali the skin burned 
gif Our noses and our complexions spolied, and 
at the end of a eolid hour that boat bad not 
reached us by half the distance. We got dis- 
gusted and went bome, and found we were too 
late for diner. Burned -noses. spoiled com- 
complexiona, no dianer and ruffled tempers— 
for what? Simply fot the reason that we did 
not know any better than to wail for a Spree 
River boat. Yet people use these boats to trans- 
port building material. Of course they do not 
want to live in the house for two or three years 
or they would carry the material by band. 

During tie winter these boats come in from 
the adjucent country in swarms, ioaded with 
apples, peat, wood, and the like, The men get 
tne bouts Inte the city and tie them upto tre 
banks, where they lie in long lines, and then gv 
baek to the farms, leaving the women and 
youtwer cbildren to ive on bourd and seil the 
eargo. The apples that these boats are loaded 
with would not he used by any respectabie dealer 
fer cider iu America. ‘They are little, sdriveied, 
wizened tungs, a litle larger than buckshot and 
considerabiy sma!ier thay base-balis. Io Amer- 
icv l used to eat a good many applies, but since 
I have been over bere 1 bave not dared to 
try any, for fear I would lose my respect for real 
apples.

But 
all this periormance takes time—from three to 
five minutes of it. The result is that one is 
mad, exasperated, nervous, and wants to kick 
the wall down in order to retieve his feclings. 
One goes to the post-office with his expecta- 
tions and his hopes aroused; and to be kept on 
tenter- books, as Mr. Bumble” was, for four 
or five minutes longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary, makes one fee! bad. 

But this is nothing compared to the way one 
gets handied at the stamp-window. When one 
goes tu get stamps there is no sustaining hope 
nor relieving feeling of uncertainty about it.

money; that clerk is bound to finish up the page 
before he gives his attention to anything eise. 
Wben he finishes bis page he looks up with an 
inguiring ex pression in bis‘eyes, as much as to 
Say, “Helio! bow long have you been 
there?“ But be simply sits there and 
makes no move to open the window 
untilone begins to say something. About tne 
time one gets half one's sentence out, the 
window opens. Naturally enough the clerk, not 
having beard the first of your sentence, doesn't 
understand you; so he says,“ How?” And that 
little interrogation, simple as it may seem, al- 
ways knocks ail the German clear out of one, 
and reduces what was but a moment before a 
tolerably intelligent man to che condition of a 
stmipering, ideaiess idiot. 

Ot course the clerk does not understand now 
—no one could; one doesn’t understand one’s 
self. After a great deal of fuss one manpages to 
repeat the sentence in such a manner that the 
clerk gets an idea of whatone means—though 
one had been repeating the same sentence over 
and over all the way to the post-office and flat- 
tered himself that be had it so perfectly by 
beart that he could repeat it under any and al! 
circumstances. Whenthe clerk finds out what 
one wants be sboves a littie, scoop-like ar- 
rangement out from under his window; 
the money is dropped into this; the scoop 
is pulled in; the clerk puts stamps ia 
place of the money; the scoop is shoved 
outagain, and one goes off down the street with 
the paiaful thought rankliug in one’s breast that 
the clerk is morally certain that he has — 
dealing with a driveling imbecile who has t@n- 
porarily escaped from his keeper, while the 
other would-be stamp purchasers smile and 
look very wise. After 1 had goue through this 
ordeal several times, I came to the conclusion 
that it would be more pleasant to tackle the 
clerk when there was no oue else around. 80 I 
only suffer under the pitying gaze of the clerk - 
now, and am not driven desperate by the know- 
~ giances of a lot of other peopie. 

ut, taking it all in all, the German postal 
service is a very excellent one. One never 
bears of letters being lost, nor of any failure to 
deliver them, if it is a possible thing. Not 
long after | came here the postman brought 
me a letter. And it was one of the worst- 
looking letters that ever was received. It 
bad gone to every man. woman, and child 
in Berlin who had a K ora*“g” in 
their names. If one can judge from the 
looks of that letter, the {number of such peo- 
ple is legion, for every one of them had opened 
the letier, pasted it up again, and written on the 
envelope the German equivalent to opened by 
mistake.“ Every one of them bad written in 
German text, the only difference between anv 
two inscripuions being in the degree of iliegibil- 
ity. Yet, after ali this traveling about, that let- 
ter was safely delivered to me, though I was a 
stranger, and the letter was ey | directed to 
Berlin. i AMOS KEAG.

ARCTIC EXPEDITIONS. 


The Search for the Eira, 
New York World. 

It is rather curious that 60 little attention 
should bave been given to the announcement 
that the steam whaler Hope, under the com- 
mand of Sir Allen Young, bas eailed for the 
Barents Sea in search of the Eira. The Eira’s 
name and that of der commander and pro- 
prietor, Mr. W. Leigh Smith, are identified with 
one of the most gallant and successful Arctic 
voyages of recent years. Mr. Smith, who is a 
member of a rich Sussex family and one of the 
largest shareholders inthe London Gas Cor- 
poration, is no tyro in Arctic travel. He made 
his first voyage to high latitudes in 1871 iu nis 
yacht Samson and brought back some im- 
portant ouontribudens to our knowledre 
of the Polar rogions. He sailed 
again in 172 and i738 in the- Ras. 
but this trip was not so noteworthy as chat made 
in the Eda in 1880. The Eira was a steam-yacht 
of 3600 tons burden, built expreasiy for Arctic ex- 
pioration, and Mr. Smith sailed in her from Pe- 
terhead on the 10th of June. Reaching Frauz 
Josef Land, which was discovered by Weyprecht 
and Payer in 18;4, he found it to be either one of 
an extensive archipelago of islands or the point 
ofa continuous stretcn of land extending to the 
northwest, and he d se vered a desirable har- 
bor. It was Petermann’s theory that an archi- 
pelago extends right across the pole. Mr. Leh 
Smith’s discoveries went measurably to con- 
firm this theory. The gold medal of the Royal 
Geographical Society was awarded to the plucky 
and fortunate explorer, who set sail again June 
13, 1881, with Dr. Neale, Capt. Lotiey, anda crew 
of twenty-two men, the vessel being fully pro- 
visioned for fourteev months and having atwo 
years’ supply of flour and bread. His intention 
probably was to revisit Franz Joset Land and 
explore its western coast, pusbing northward 
near the meridian of Wieke's Land, but he bad 
no intention of passing a winter in the ice, and 
consequently did not indicate the area of bis 
proposed explorations or the line of retreat he 
would adovt iu the event of accident. The 
Kira was last seen on the Sth of July, 1881, of 
the west coast of Nova Zembla, going north- 
and it is presumed that she either 
wintered on the coast of Franz Joset Land 
or was caught in the drift and borne away 
northwards. Even on the most favorable theory, 
as his provisions will not last beyond August, he 
must have been unable to take the chance of 
waiting for the pack to break up in August or 
September, and must have some time ago begun 
bis retreat southwards towards open water, in 
circumstances oniy too familiar to the readers 
of Weyprecht and Payer’s uarrative, and of the 
more recent bistory of De Long's ill-fated ex- 
pedition. To the Hope expedition the Roya! 
Geographical Society contributed £1,000 and 
the Government 45.000, Mr. Smith's fam- 
ily defraying the remainder of the cost. 
Sir Henry Gore Booth and Mr: W. G. A. Grant, a 
well-known amateur photographer of Aretic 
scenes, who accompanied Mr. Smith in 1880, have 
fitted out a small vessel, the Kara, to prosecute 
an independent Karen; the Dutch explorirg 
schooner Willem Barents bas gone into the 
work, and Herr Oscar Dickson bas stimulated 
the Scandinavian wairus-hunters to active par- 
ticipation by an offer of liveral rewards for

GARFIELD MEMORIAL. 


Mr. Cyrus W. Fields Gift to Williams 
College. 
New York Herald, June B. 

There was on exhibition yesterday at the es- 
tablishment of John Lafarge the memorial 
window to the late President, which is to be pre- 
sented to Williams College, Massachusetts, by 
Mr. Cyrus W. Fieid. This work of art, one of 
the best Mr. Lafarge has yet produced, will be 
shipped tomorrow and be placed in the chapel of 
the college. The cost is over 6.000. ‘Tne win- 
dow is pointed and measures nine feet nine 
inches by three feet six inches. It is construct- 
ed aimost entirely of opalescent glass. The de- 
siga is carried out to a great extent by the lead- 
ing, end there is but little’ painting. 
In the upper or story portion, which oc- 
cupies about two-thirds of the 
represented the angel showing 
Promisea Land. Aside from its pictorial poasi- 
bilities the artist considered thissubject in many 
ways fit. It was suggested by a sermon deliv- 
ered by the Kev. Philip Brooks on the late Presi- 
dent. The angel stand with Moses on a mount- 
aintop at dawn, and, looking in bis face, points 
with extended right arm to the Land of - 
ise. Heis in the centre of the composition, 
standing slightiy below Moses, who is on the 
left. The latter stands, with — 2 bent head, 

neive, and with bis hands half crossed, ho 
ng his draperies. The figures are about three- 
quarter life size. The cowposition is good and 
the puses dignified and excellent. In the sky 
ubove the pair, placed there for a decorative 
purpose, is a wheel formed of many-coiored 
giasses with cruciform es Sone from the 
“Wheel of Law” of Eastern religions. Tie 
coloring is rich and powerful. It is much more 
barmonious than in the Harvard memorial win- 
dow to the ciass of 1860, and the work as a whole 
far surpasses that, though the tirst impression 
may possibly be not as striking. 

The sky, pessing from white at the east into 
varying deepening shades of blue, changes 
a little abruptly above the wheel—whuse design 
seems uot salficiently ciear—to . The 
underrobe of the angel is ot light green above, 
turning to darker hues of the same coior below. 
The upper one is of white, streaked with a violet 
red, e wings of white, with a wetwork of 

reen and purple, are very effective, and rival 
fh delicacy of hue and structure those of the 
butterfly. Moses is somewhat gurgeously clad 
in an underrobe of madder red, whose hues vary 
with fine effect. In the outer garment green 
with hints of violet is the prevailing color, and 
in the tower portion the madder appears as 
if seen through the green.

represented in many colors civic and military 
trophies. Below the medallion is an inseribed 
panel of gray, of which we speak further on, 
tanked by effective plain panels of light mad- 
der purple. This whole désiga is between pilas- 
ters of light blue, bearing arabesque designs 
jeweled and in many colors, which support an 
entablature with a handsome ftoresque design. 
Au outer border on all four sides is a madder 
rple of medium hue, while an extreme outer

CLEVELAND, O., June 27.—For some time pas- 
senger rates from this point to the West over 
several lines have been looked upon as loose and 
uncertain, the general cause being the larve 
amount of cheap tickets in the hands of brokers 
which were obtained during the Western war of 
ayearago. But this all- quiet on- Potomac atti- 
tude has changed within a Gay or two, and an 
open fight has fairly begun. it has reached the 
we-propose-to-get-the- business point, which, 
as everybody knows, only precedes the what's- 
the-size-of-your-pocket stage. Accurding to 
complaints, the Bee Line, the New York, 
Penusylvauia & Ohio, and the Lake Shore have 
all been kind to customers. The reguiar rate 
from Cleveland to Leadville is F553. The Bee 
Line offered to take a party at #45 
each. The offer was not accepted, however, but 
the party left by way of the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Obio, baving doubtiess secured 
a lower rate than that offered by the Bee Line. 
As is understood, the lines west of the Missouri

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


The Wellow-Fever Case at New Or- 
leans. 
Special DispatcA to The Chicago Tribune. 

New ORLEANS, Juve 27.—The State Board of 
Health met today to take action upon the case 
of ycllow-fever discovered by a Sister of Charity 
among the patients of the Charity Hospital on 
Monday morning. It was shown that the man 
had been ill for five days and had, when received 
in the hospital, fallen into the bands of a 
student who subjected him to an experimental 
treatment of calomel, such as the best doctors 
declare was very injudicious.in a yellow-fever 
case. When the surgeons reached the case 
the man was in articulo mortis. It 
was shown that the steamer Marco Aurelio 
was a new iron vessel in excellent sanitary con- 
dition, and arrived here from Havana with 
water ballast. She bad gone to Havana simply 
to discharge a load of cattie, had not touched 
the shore, had not taken on bourd a pound of 
freigut or a handful of soil, and had sailed 
bither as soon as sbe was discharged, had shipped 
four sailors, had rode out the prescribed time of 
quarantine, had been thoroughly fumigated and 
didintected, and every soul on board was ex- 
amined and found to be healthy. The vessel 
came up to the city and landed at 
Aigiers on the 18th, The man who died was one 
of the four who had shipped on board of her at 
Havana. He then shipped on the Commander 
Yor Liverpool on the Ast, and slept on board 
that night. The next day he was taken and 
reached the hospital on the 25th, dying at mid- 
night of the th. Dr. Jones, the President of 
the Board, reported that the steamer ana every 
suspicious point and every place liable to infec- 
tion had been ordered whitewushed and fumigat- 
ed and every precaution taken to prevent 
tno spread of the disease. The 
board approved of his action, but by a vote of 
oto 2 ordered the steamer back to quaran- 
tine. A moon was made to order the Com- 
mander. but it was learned that she had sailed 
tur Liverpool some days since. A motion to 
send and bring her back did uot prevail. A dis- 
putch was received from Gov. McEnery direct- 
ing the board to recommend the extension of 
quarantioe to not less tban twenty days, but 
Without action the board adjourned over until 
Taursday night.

WAR IN THE CAMP--SEVERAL TWELFTH 
WARD REPUBLICANS PROTEST AGAINST

The expense of running the County Hos- 
pital this year will show a decrease of over $20,- 
000. Notwitbstanding the fact that the number 
of patients has been larger on the average than 
last year, that food and everything which goes 
to support humanity have been higher in price, 
and that only the best of everything has been 
used, the average cost per patient bas been re- 
duced from 9 cents to 67 cents per day. All 
this has been accomplished through careful 
management, and credit is due-to the Warden 
and the Committee on Hospital fdr their atten- 
tion to this service. The hospital now refuses 
no cases save those of au infectious character. 


A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday morning 
took a tour through the subterranean passages 
of the new Court-House with Mr. James Con- 
royd, the engineer. It has been claimed that 
the air ot the building is impure. A carefu! 
investigation of sewers, catch-basins, etc., 
shows that everything is kept in an exceedingly 
clean condition. The elevators, ot which there 
are four, are at prosent run from one boiler, 
which furnishes the steam to pump the water 
to the tanks. The apparatus is in first-class 
condition, and the engine end bvuiler rooms are 
worth c the inspection of visitors to the build- 
ing. There are two batteries of steel bollers of 
three each, and if the electric light is put in it 
willrequire another like battery to run addi- 
tional pumps and the 160-horse power engine 
that will be required. It would cost over $40,000 
to put in the electric light, iicluding the boilers, 
to say nothing of the cost of tearing away walls 
and ceilings and building toundations.

THE SPRAGUE ESTATE. 


Strange Conduct of Trustee Chafec— 
The Sprague Family Defeated in 
Their Efforts to Retain Control. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Provipence, R. I., June 27.—After all the 
litigation and negotiation of the last year, the 

Sprague family seem to be utterly defeated in 

their efforts to retain control, in a measure, of 

their vast estates. Geu. B. F. Butler has stood 

by them nobly, and bas endeavoreg to effect a 

settlement of the estate in which the Spragues 

could bave some share, even tothe extent of 
putting his private fortune at their disposal. 

Last Saturday Gens. Butler and Pryor had 

a long consultation with Trustee Chafee, and 

when they left him they thought they had it 

arranged so that the Sprague trust estate 
would be sold today tothe Quidnick Company, 
the solvent branch of the Sprague property, for 

3) cents on a’ dollar, $100,000 down and the bai- 

ance in four payments inside of a year. The 

proposition was reduced to writing and present- 
ed to Mr. CBafee yesterday afternoon, who, 
after consideration of it in consultation with bis 
counsel on the matter, refused to entertain it in 
any respect. Gen. Butler, in company with the 

Hon. Benedict Lapham and Mr. A. B. Patten, 

called upon Mr. Chafee at his residence fast 

evening to ascertain the reasons of bis refusal 
to entertain the proposition, and in reply he 
could give no substantial reason for sv doing. 

In criticising the terms of his offer Mr. Chafee 

said that, instead of being an offer of 30 cents on 

the dollar, the offer suould have been in round 
numbers $2,700,000, which amount was based on 

Mr. Chafee’s own tigure, which, with the $110,000 

allowed by the court for the expenses of caring 

for and insuring the property, would 
equal 30 cents on the dollar of 

the face value of the trust 1 

notes. Gen. Butler at once a to this 

change. Then Gen. Butler ag to pay a sum 
equal to 30 cents to Mr. Chafee for the title, ex- 
cepting the Franklin Savimgs Bank debt. in case 
the Receiver refused to receive bis pro rata 
share of the payment. To this Chafee also- 
agreed. Next, Mr. Chafee said that he should 
think that, instead of the first payment 
being 5 per cent, it should be one-sixth 

(equal to a cash payment of $450,000). 

This was also agreed to by Gen. Hutter. 

Finally, at 10 p. m., Gen. Butler told Mr. 

Chafee that he had come here ready to lay down 

his own certified check dor $100,000, and that he 

desired to make the settlement, but, receiving 
no satisfactory answer, he left the house, first 
telling the trustee that,from his conduct and 
talk, it was plainly evident that he did not in- 
tend to make the sale to him, aud that all bis 
criticisms and excuses were but a subterfuge to 
defeat the transfer to the creditors’ directors. 

Gen. Butler stated that if Mr. Chafee 

thought that anything could be accomplished 

towards effecting the purchase, he would 
remain in the city tor that purpose, but Mr. 

Chaffee made no definit reply, consequentiy 

Gen. Butler left the city for Washington on the 

midnigut train. Today quite a tract of Sprague’s 

real estate, situated in the business portion of 
the city, was sold by the trustee at auction. The 
prices ranged from $1.60 to $4 per foot. A fair 
valuation of the property would be $6 per foot. 

Daniel L. Pierce bought all the property sold. 

As the firm of which he is a member is aiso con- 

cerned in the Union Liquidation Company, 

which was formed to buy the Sprague estate at 
auction prices, it is supposed that the purchase 
was made for that corporation. It is supposed 
that Butler will tight any titles the trustee can 
give,and the time when the creditors will re- 
ceive any portion of their due seems far distant.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened steady, and for a short time im- 
proved in price. Money was put up by man- 
ipulation to 9 per cent, closing at 3 per cent. 
Transactions were very light, and at the close 
the market was weaker than at the opening. 

Lake Shore improved slightly on the auvounce- 
ment that a quarterly dividend of 2 per cent had 
been declared. The asseruon of the bears that 
it has earned only 2½ per cent in the last six 
months is probably very near the truth, but the 
bulls pin their faith in the future of 
the property on the alliances Mr. Vander- 
bilt is making. He is known to be a 
large owner in Rock Island, Norwestern, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, St. Paul, and St. Paul & Maul- 
toba. . His interest in these properties has been 
greatly increased by recent heavy purchases, 
made with a view to controiling the contribu- 
tory traffic of these companies for the V ander- 
bilt trunk lines. Asa piece of railroad strategy 
this is legitimate, and ought to be effective in se- 
curing a great deal of business for the Lake 
Shore and New York Central Roads. 

Reading was dull and not strong. Mr. Gowen, 
in his circular asking for subscriptions to the 
new Reading loan, says that the Reading's net 
earnings last year were $10,051,888. These fig- 
ures are taken from his report of last year as 
Receiver. The same report shows that the rentals 
were $35,363,539, and the interest charges were 
$6,506,002, leaving an apparent profit of $183,256. 
The sinking-fund charge is $961,000. Subtract- 
ing this, there is an actual loss of $777,743 in- 
stead of the apparent gain. ‘This item of sink- 
ing-fund charges is entirely omitted in Mr. 
Gowen's circular... President Bond, of the Read- 
ing, in his report for 1881 says that if the cost of 
locomotives, cars, rails, and bridges, to replace 
the old and condemned «quipment and material, 
bad, with some other current expenses he spec- 
ifes, been properly charged there would have 
been an actual debit balance of $2,007,028.38, 
instead of the reported profit of $183,200.14. 

The remarkable increase of reserves in the 
great foreign banks, the New York Tribune says, 
makes it questionable whether much more gold 
will be drawn from this country for any pur- 
pose, The Bank of England gained $3,320,000 
last week, and bolds $121,525,000 in gold; the 
Bank of France gained $3,141,400 in gold, and 
now holds $192,642,400, besides all its silver: and 
the Bank of Germany also gained $745,000, and 
holds about $147,870,000 in specie, though more 
than half of the amount is supposed to be in 
silver. 
week may prove merely a temporary fluctua- 
tion, but the decline of prices in this country 
and the extraordinary accumulation of unsold 
foreign goods in warehouse during the month 
of May render it quite probable that an im- 
portant decrease has occurred in the orders for- 
warded for foreign merchandise. The eaports 
of cotton for the week ending on Friday were a 
HNrtle larger than for the corresponding week 
last year, though no especial improvement in 
breadstuffs or provisions has yet appeared. 
With good crops, however, a change in this 
branch of trade may be expected before long. 

The monthly report of the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road forMay showsa gain east of Pittsburg of 
$251,980 in gross and $78,179 in net earnings. This 
isan indication of a very important change in 
the business of the great trunk lines, inasmuch 
as the loss in net earnings by this company had 
been $931,000 for the four months preceding May. 
From this time forward, too, the returns of all 
the important lines ought to be more satisfac - 
tory, because the great railroad war which be- 
gan about June 15. 1881, made a great decrease 
in net earnings from that time to the end of the 
year. 

The market closed steady at the decline. The 
Chinese-laundry business on money did not 
work, for after washing the rate up to 9 per 
cent it loaned down to 2% in five minutes. Street 
rumor said loans were called in the morning and 
money was bid up to make a sudden downward 
flurry in the market to buy stocks on. Few 
stocks were offered, and they found purchasers 
at every decline.

The leading produce markets were active and 
unsettled yesterday, generally at a much lower 
range. The advance of the previous day, with 
the later easing off, had led a good 
many outside operators to think it a good 
time to unload, and they sent in selling orders. 
This of itself would have caused weakness. It 
degenerated into genuine heaviness on aecount 
of Southern news. It was reported that a case 
of yellow-fever had broken out at New Orleans, 
and this caused a panic in pork, which partly 
extended into the cereais, though they did not 
break so heavily as pork, The weather condi- 
tions were very much unsettled and receipts of 
grain small. The latter fact was not much no- 
ticed, as it was understood to be largely 
due to storms which are now over. The 
news of yesterday, while favoring lower prices, 
would scarcely have caused much decline but 


for the fact that prices were already at fever 


hight and were easily toppled, There was some 
reason to think that leading longs bid up a little 
on wheat, pork, and corn at the outset, for the

Dry goods remain quiet. There was a goodly 
number of orders, but the amounts called for 
were generally small. There were no important 
price-changes. There was contioued fair activ- 
Boot and 
shoes and clothing remain dull. Jobbers of 
groceries report a fair business in progress, with 
prices averaging firmer in consequence of the 
freight-handiers’ strike in New York, which 
threatensto seriously interfere with supplies. 
Sugars showed quite a decided upward tendency. 
In the dried and canned fruit markets there 
were no specially new features. Trade was 
active at sustained prices. Fish met with a eon- 
tinued good demand and were firm. No changes 
were developed in the market for dairy products, 
butter continuing active and firm, while cheese 
remainéd dull aud unsettled. There was con- 
tinued dullness in coal and pige-iron. 

Rroom-corn is in good demand and firm at our 
guotations. Eggs were active and steady, sales 
being made at 17@174e per doz. In green fruits, 
strawberries, from their unexpected abundance, 
monop olized the interest, selling down from $2.00 
@3.00 the day previous to $1.00@1L2, with 
lower prices anticipated. Other berries 
were unchanged, with apples and peaches 
easier. Hides, grease, and tallow show 
no material change either in 
price or volume of business. Potatoes are com- 
ing in freely, and the market yesterday was dull 
at easier figures, $4.00@4.50 being about the 
range per barrelina jobbing way. Wool was 
quiet and steady. . Seeds were quiet, flaxseed be- 
ing strong and Ic bigher, selling at $1.24@1.25 for 
poor to prime.

A letter from Southern Centrai Illinois to a 
firm in this city says that between Centralia and 
St. Louis-there will not be enough of this year’s 
corn for local consumption, as many flelds will 
be abandoned to the weeds. Rain has delayed 
the cutting of the winter wheat, and, as much 
of it has blown down, the work of harvesting 
it will ve greatiy prolonged. The wheat is, how- 
ever, very heavy. and if the weather is not too 
wet the beaviest crop ever grown in this State 
will be secured. The writer thinks very little 
wheat will goto market from this region before 
the latter part of July. 

South Water street was surprised, in fact 
overwhelmed, by the receipts of strawberries 
from Michigan, where the crop bad been cur- 
tailed, according to report, more than one-haif 
by the cold weather of the carly spring. Michi- 
gan was not alone in contributing, but the 
strawberry beds no and westof us sent in 
their smaller quot ll belping to swell the 
grand total. The receipts from across the lake 
by boat and rail were not far from 12,000 cases, 
and those from other sources brought 
the aggregate up to nearly 14,000 
cases. Reckoning all the receipts on 
the basis of tne Michigan package, 16 quarts 
lo the case, and there were thrown upon the 
market yesterday 224,000 boxes of these berries, 
or a trifle more than a quart for every three per- 
sons in the city. This unexpected influx broke 
prices to a very low figure, the sales in the morn- 
ing being at the rate of je to 8c per box, and 
those later in the day realizing about de per box. 

New potatoes are coming in more liberally, 
and dealers as a general thing are purchasing 
only for their immediate wants, in aoticipation 
of an early and marked decline. Reports from 
the South and West indicate that the supply will 
soon be abundant. 

The festive watermelon is being daily more 
numerously represented on South Water street, 
the receipts yesterday being quite large. Sales 
were made at $25.00@0.00 per 100. Most of them 
hail from the State of Georgia. 

The boys got ona little too much steam on 
Monday, and the safety-plug fused yesterday. 
That is about the only explanation we can give 
of the phenomena.

Has the Governor the Power to 
- Appoint South Park Com- 
missioners ? 


An Information Filed Charging 
Paul Cornell to Be an A 
Intruder. 


Creditors of the German Savings Bank 
to Receive a Dividend of 
70 Per Cent.

The Power of the Governor to Appoint 
South Park Commissioners Drawn in 
Question. 

A petition for an information was filed in the 
Supertor Court yesterday by State’s-Attorney 
Mills on the relation of Charies Walsh against 
Paul Cornell, one of the South Park Commis- 
sioners, to show cause why he exercises the 
functions of that office. After referring to the 
original act providing for the appointment of 
South Park Commissioners, passed in 1569, he 
says that another act was passed by the Legis- 
lature, and approved May 320, 1851, pro- 
hibiting the appointment of such Commissioners 
by Judges of the Circuit Court, and providing 
for their appuintment by tbe Governor of the 
State. Whenever any vacancies occurred in 
such board it was by this act made the duty of 
the remaining members of the bourd to certify 
the fact of such vacancy or vacancies to the 
Governor. On the Ist of March last a vacancy 
occurred in the Board of South Park Commis- 
sioners by the expiration of the term of office of 
one of the Commissioners and the Governor 
appointed Paul Cornell to fill the vacancy. This 
appointment, it is claimed, was illegal for the 
following reasons: 

I. That the said act, though general in 
terms, can be made applicable to the said South 
Park Commissioners oaly, and is, in fact, an 
amendment of the act first above mentioned. 
and, being such, was not passed in conformity 
with Sec. 13 of Art. 4 of the Constitution of Lili- 
nois. 

“2. That a South Park Commissioner is not an 
officer whose office was established by the 
present Constitution, nor is be an officer whose 
office was created by the General Assembly 
since the adoption of said Constittion, and that 
therefore the Governor has no power to make 
such 1 nor has the General As- 
sembly the power to vest him with such ap- 
pointment. 

“3. That said act, though g in its terms. 
can be made applicable only to said muni- 
cipal corporation, the South Park Commission- 
ers, and is in fact an amendment of the charter 
of said corporation, and is a special law ap- 
plicable only to suct corporation. 

4. That the South Park Com missioners are the 
corporate autborities of the municipal corpora- 
tion created by the act first above meououed, 
and that the assentof the people of the said 
municipality was given to the method of up- 
pointment provided therein by the adoption of 
said act, but that they have never given their 
assent to the act changing the method of sucb 
appointment.” 

For these reasons, petitioner alleges, the act 
of 1881 could confer no power on the Governor 
to appoint Paul Cornell, and hence the latter has 
no power to act as South Park Commussioner, 
and is an intruder, and as such should be ousted.
